Saturday 
afternoon in an Interview. 
Paying tribute to the great work j 
of the Red Cross during World War 
n , Oenerml Willoughby, who waft 
scheduled to leave Washington for 
Tokyo today, declared: 
"The current campaign for funds 
by the Red Cross should be taken 
very seriously by the American peo­ 
ple for the Red Cross is carrying 
on its allotted tasks energetically J 
In all occupied zones. There has been 
no cut-back of Red Cross services 
abroad since the end of the war. 
“I Have Seen Them Serve" 
"We have a half million troops 
In Pacific garrisons and the Red 
Cross for them is a direct link with 
home, as it was during the war. 
The Red Cross personnel generally 
was extremely well selected. They 
often were in danger for their can­ 
teen work and other services often 
took them into areas under enemy 
attack. 
“The Red Cross was particularly 
active In its work In the hospitals 
and convalescent areas. I have seen 
the Red Cross serve our armed 
forces well from Australia to the 
Philippines and Japan. Our instal­ 
lations In foreign lands need the 
services of the Red Cross just as 
acutely as they did before tile fight­ 
ing ended. In some respects the men 
need the Red Cross even more now. 
"I hope you’ll correct any feeling 
there may be that Red Cross sup­ 
port can cease now that the war is 
over. Tile services demanded of tile 
Red Cross In the aftermath of war 
are as exacting as those encount­ 
ered before surrender."

Shortage Of Milk 
And Eggs Predicted 


Harrisburg, 
M arch 4 
(JP)—Miles 
H orst, state secretary of agriculture, 
predicted there will be a scarcity of 
milk and eggs in Pennsylvania this 
summer.

Brown Rot Of Stone Fruits 
Brown rot of peaches, cherries 
and plums takes a heavy toll from 
backyard trees and occasionally from , 
commercial orchards, 
mainly be­ 
cause growers cannot see or other­ 
wise detect the danger until it Is I 
too late to employ remedial or pre- J 
ventive measures. The rot-produc­ 
ing spores become active about the 
time trees come into bloom, but the 
destructive rot is not apparent u n ­ 
til the fruit nears 
the ripening 
stage. Control or prevention Is pas­ 
sible only by curbing the spores or I 
fungi early In the growing season. 
It is im portant for stone fruit 
growers to understand a few simple 
processes by which this dicease sur­ 
vives from year to year and how It 
attacks the fruits in order that they 
may plan and practice strict con­ 
trol. 
Almost all persons are acquainted 
w ith the beady masses 
of mold 
(spores) found on a peach, for ex- j 
■ample, after brown rot has infected ' 
it. If such fruits are allowed to re­ 
m ain on the tree, they “mummify” 
or dry up and the rot spores may 
grow' through the stem into the 
twig, causing a canker or killing 
the twig by girdling it. 
Or the fungus may infect the 
blossoms, causing a condition com­ 
monly knowm as blossom blight, by 
which the bloom turns brown and 
dies, with the dry blossom adher­ 
ing to the twig for several weeks. 
Too, the disease may progress from 


I the bloom into the twig. but more 
■ frequently 
into 
adjacent 
leaves, 
causing them to turn brown and die. 
On the surfaces of these dead or 
; dying parts gray masses of spores 
are produced in abundance. As a 
disease of the foliage brown rot is 
not often dangerous, but as sources 


for later infection of the fruits 
the sources attain considerable im ­ 
portance. 
Most spores causing the fruit rot 
pass the winter in mummied fruits 
rem aining on the 
tree or partly 
covered by leaves and other debris 
beneath the tree. 
During humid 
periods the next spring these spores 
are literally shot into the air. 
Control of brown rot is one of 
the first and most essential tasks 
every stone fruit grower faces. If 
the reason happens to be dry, the 
disease may rem ain checked: 
if j 
rainy weather occurs, particularly 
during the blossoming season and I 
again before ripening starts, losses j 
may involve the entire crop. 
Of course, all mummied fruits 
should be gathered from the trees 
soon after harvest time and those 
hidden or partly 
buried on the 
ground should be 
plowed under, 
along with ail other debris likely 
to harbor the rot spores. Too, trees 
should be pruned to open tops to 
perm it free circulation of air and 
penetration of sunlight. 
Bm these measures are only par­ 
tial in their effectiveness, as rot- 
producing spores may be carried to 
the trees from other and outside 
sources. Therefore, safety dem ands 
the application of sprays to destroy 
the spores immediately before, dur­ 
ing and after the blooming period. 
The regular schedules of sprays for 
peaches, cherries and plums include 
full protection from the ravages of 
this ever-present rot. 
The editor invites fruit growers 
to write him at once about their 
individual problems. 
Now is the 
proper time to remove doubts, to 
solve problems, to ask questions— 
before the day arrives w’hen the in ­ 
form ation must be put to use.

Income Tax Facts 


The following is one of a series 
of 15 brief articles explaining, in 
question and answer form, how to 
fill out your federal income tax 
return. 


Q How- much exemption can my 
family and I get on our 1345 in­ 
come tax? 
A For surtax irates ranging from 
20 to DIT), the exemption is 1500 
for you, 1500 for your wife, and 
$50u for each dependant For normal 
tax irate 3 oerccnt*. a flat $500 
exemption is allowed regardless of 
sire of family, tiniest* the return 
Include* Income of more than one 
perron 
If husband and wife file 
a Jcint return and each had in­ 
come of $500 or more, they get a 
Joint normal tax exemption of $1.- 
0O0. if one has less than $500 in­ 
come, the joint exemption is 1500 
plus the actual 
amount of 
the 
smaller income, 
Q. How do I take credit for these 
exemntions on my return? 
A. You must list the exemptions 
as called for by the form. If you file 
on a Witholriing Receipt, the col­ 
lector will determine vour tax from 
a table which makes autom atic al­ 
lowance for your exemptions. If you 
file Form 1040 as a short form, you j 
will determine your tax from the 
same table. If you file Form 1040 
as a long form, you will find spaces 
on Page 3 to subtract your exem p­ 
tions. 
Q Can a husband claim an ex­ 
emption for his wife? 
A. Yes. if they make a Joint re­ 
turn. or if she had no income and 
was not the dependent of another 
taxpayer thor father, for example). 
If husband and wife file separate 
returns, each must claim his own 
exemptions on his own return, and 
not duplicate any exemptions. 
Q A husband and wife together 
are entitled to $1,000 surtax exem p­ 
tion, In filing separate returns, ran 
they split their exemption in un ­ 
equal amounts, say $800 to one 
and $200 to the other? 
A No. Each Is entitled to his own 
$500 exemption and cannot transfer 
any part if it.
